Crackdown on shipper assns. 


ICC is particular about operations of shipper associa 
tions, ruled recently that a prominent one was actually 
operating as a freight forwarder. Association in ques- 
tion was Federal Shippers Association, Inc. In a report 
to the Commission, Hearing Examiner C. Evans Brooks 
stated, “operations of FSA are not those of a non- 
profit association .. . as such associations normally op- 
erate.” Brooks was critical of FSA practices of adver- 
tising, soliciting for members, entertaining members, 
and paying commissions for new memberships. 


Labor contracts vs. the law 


Union contracts do not excuse motor carriers from op- 
erating vehicles safely and in compliance with federal 
law, ICC ruled recently. The Commission’s Motor 
Carrier Accident Prevention Report No. 41 states, “In 
the area of safety of operation, the carrier’s obligation 
to the public and its ability to abide by the provisions 
of the Interstate Commerce act and our regulations 
thereunder must remain paramount.” 


Court reverses ICC ruling 


U. S. District Court has overruled ICC’s and 
desist order against 11 owner-operators furnishing truck 
tractors and drivers to Oklahoma Furniture Mfg. Co., 
Guthrie, Okla. (Henry E. Drum, et al, vs. United 
States of America and Interstate Commerce Commis 
sion—Civil Action No. 8708— ICC Docket No. MC-C 
2143.) ICC contended that these owner-operators had 
been transporting property for compensation as con- 
tract carriers without appropriate authority. The com 
pany claimed these owner-operators were hired on a 
leased basis, and that the company was engaged in 
private carriage. ICC felt such leasing operations con- 
stitute for-hire carriage. The court held they are pri- 
vate carriage.

Pig iron rates suspended 


Board of Suspension of ICC has suspended schedules 
proposing to establish all-rail multiple car commodity 
rates on pig iron, minimum 600 tons, from Neville 
Island and P&OV Jct., Pa., to Louisville, Ky. Suspen- 
sion is in effect to April 12, 1961. It applies to sched- 
ules published by Pennsylvania RR and Lake Erie RR 


Limits sale of trucking rights

RR canned goods rate cut extended 


Railroads may continue reduced transcontinental rate 
on canned goods from Pacific Coast origins. ICC has 
extended rate reductions scheduled to expire October 
22, i960 to October 22, 1961. The rate ($1.74 per 
100 lb for canned or preserved foodstuffs from Pacifi 
Coast to groups A, A-1, B, and B-! in Indiana, Michi 
gan, and Ohio) has been contested by Luckenbach 
Steamship Co., Inc., and the Intercoastal Steamshi 
Freight Association. 


Upholds Texas switching rate boost 


Switching charges of $30 for intraterminal switches and 
$35 for interterminal switches at Corpus Christi, Texas, 
have been found just and reasonable by ICC. The 
Commission’s report explains, “most of the interstate 
intraterminal switching at Corpus Christi is of water 
borne traffic to and from the docks. The barge lines 
do not absorb switching charges, and the proposed 
switching charges would increase the cost of using 
barge service, whereas on line-haul traffic the rail car 
rier would generally absorb the increased charges. Ship 
ping by barge is said to be the low-cost service, but 
this advantage would be lessened by the instant pro 
posal.” The report adds, “Both of the proposed charges 
are less than the out-of-pocket cost shown for intra 
terminal service.” (Docket No. 7147.) 


Driver auto transport approved 


Auto dealers may, according to ICC, hire private indi 
viduals to drive cars from one state to another provided 
they are primarily in the business of buying and sell 
ing automobiles, not transporting them. But, warns 
the commission, drivers must fulfill strict requirements 
Commission authorities urge that all dealers engaged 
in such transport investigate and comply with these re 


quirements. (Docket No. MC-C-2555.)

AST SUMMER, with American Standards Associa- 

tion’s recommended container sizes out for indus- 
try approval, containerization had finally hit its stride. 
Though still in its infant stages, it had already helped 
many companies beat the cost-price squeeze. But with 
all the hullabaloo, many people who should know were 
(and still are) asking, “What is containerization?” 

Theory of containerization is simple: one big package 
is cheaper and easier to handle than several smaller 
ones. You save through: 
® Lower freight rates. Ideally, containerized loads go 
from shipper to consignee in the same master container 
If the loads have to switch carriers—let’s say from rail 
to truck—the transfer is simple and inexpensive com 
pared to transfering individual pieces or palletloads. 
Once the kinks are ironed out, carriers will be able to 
pass these savings on to shippers. Some already do. If

you're a private carrier, the savings go right into your 
profit column. 

@ Lower packaging costs. Goods in the big containers 
don’t need as much individual packaging to protect 
against weather, shock, pilferage, and in-transit damage. 
This saving alone is often enough to make container 
ization profitable. 

@ Lower insurance rates Reduced damage means tewer 
claims, lower insurance rates. Some insurance compan- 
ies have already lowered rates for containerized loads, 
others are working on changes. Self-insured carriers 
may pass this saving to the shipper through lower 
freight rates

plete interchange, as with railroad cars. 

Their recently circulated proposal for van containers 
calls for width and height both 8 ft., length 10, 20, 30, 
or 40 ft. Once industry ratifies these dimensions ASA 
will adopt them as standards. 

Recommendations for cargo containers stick to the 


8 ft. width and height, but limit length to 8 ft. 


Pallet containers are to be 44 x 54 in., with modular 
sizes of 44 x 36 in. and 36 x 29 in. Heights: 27, 40, 60, 
and 80 in. 

Still not answered by ASA, but as important as sizes, 
is the question of hardware for handling the containers 
and tying them down on the vehicles. Before there 
can be the easy interchange needed to make container 
ization work all the way, someone will have to decide 
that too.

ing their big rush for containerization, the nation’s 
truckers at first took a wait-and-see attitude. Some 
were downright sceptical. Others were agnostic—doubt- 
ful but willing to be convinced. 

Biggest question truckers raised was the old, “What 
can it do for me?” For many the answer seemed, 
“Nothing.” Charges were leveled that containerization 
would do little for truckers but make them slaves of 
the other carriers. 

The trouble, it seemed, was that nobody in contain 
erization’s early day had thought much about small 
systems. And that’s what truckers—especially common 
carriers—needed. With most of their hauls LTL (less 
than truckload), they had little use for the big con- 
tainers; they could seldom fill them. 


But now manufacturers of containerization equip- 
ment, and the truckers themselves, have begun to come 
up with smaller systems. Some of these systems have 
already made their debut, and truckers everywhere are 
watching them carefully. Others are in the planning 
stage—so secret that their owners described them to 
H&SI editors “off-the-record” only. 

The industry has changed its tune. True container 
ization is perhaps still a few years off for truckers. But 
this much is sure: they’re not going to overlook it long 
Even the most sceptical are admitting that it’s a prom- 
ising tool against the cost-price squeeze. *

The high cost of cargo handling 


ANHATTAN’S BATTERY PARK never looked so 
good. Adjacent on Pier One, North River, stood 

as glittering a collection of cargo handling equipment 
as any of the veteran mariners on hand could remember. 
The occasion was New York’s Cargo Handling Expo- 
sition and Symposium, September 27-29, so successful 
it had attracted exhibitors and viewers from all over the 
world. Its sponsors: the U. S. Merchant Marine Acad- 
emy Alumni Association, and a small group of other 
interested technical societies. Its purpose: war on one 
of the biggest costs in shipping—handling of cargo. 
Some of the biggest names in handling and shipping 
exhibited their wares. Airlines, steamship lines, and 
shipping firms showed what they’re doing and planning 
to do to beat the cost-price squeeze in shipping. Manu- 
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facturers of trucks, containers, and material handling 
equipment showed the latest products to help them 
do it. Upstairs, on Pier One’s upper deck, some of 
America’s top authorities in transportation and han- 
dling held seminars on what industry is doing, can do, 
and will do to cut transportation handling costs. Nearby, 
a special exhibit tagged “Containerama” grouped to- 
gether what was probably the world’s largest display of 
equipment for containerization. 

Viewers sounded impressed, when asked by H&SI’s 
eastern editor, Henry Lefer, what they thought of the 
things they had seen. But one question rested uneasily 
in many of their minds as they left. “How long,” they 
wondered, “will it take the traditionally slow-to-change 


shipping industry to adopt these improvements?”*

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OU HEAR IT more and more, 
said by authorities one re- 
spects, that you couldn’t burn the 
pallets fast enough if someone would 
invent a way to do without them. 

For many, there is such a way. 

If you have a large warehouse or 
plant, handle large amounts of uni- 
form cartons or bales or drums by 
lift truck, and can handle them di- 
rectly from storage to carrier or car- 
rier to storage, you’re ripe for pal- 
letless handling as a way to beat 
the cost-price squeeze. The way to 
do it: lift truck attachments. 

Admittedly, the conditions favor 
warehouses more than plants—and 
particularly private warehouses — 
because you're likely to have odd- 
shaped loads in manufacturing 
areas and public warehouses. But 
even in plants and public ware- 
houses, the combination of lift 
truck attachments and storage racks 
is taking a high toll on pallets.

DOCKBOARDS 


OU’RE BURNING UP prof- 
its at your dock every time 
you load or unload if you don’t 
have the right dock leveling equip- 
ment. The right dockboards, dock 
levelers, and truck levelers can all 
help you beat the cost-price squeeze 
in shipping and receiving. 
Though dockboards are the sim- 
plest of the three, they’re not as 
easy to select as some users think. 


Most critical dimension is length. 
Two things determine it: size of the 
gap between dock and carrier, and 
the height difference between them. 
Obviously, the board must be long 
enough to bridge the gap safely. 
Less obvious is the fact that it must 
be long enough to do it at not-too- 
steep an angle. Steep grades not 
only overwork trucks, they create a 
trouble spot at the lip or bend. 
Slight bends won’t lie flat, may 
break off or chew up lift truck tires. 
Sharp bends create peaks that may 
hang up vehicles. 

Rules of thumb for figuring dock- 
board length: Measure the maximum 
height difference between your dock 
and the vehicles you’re loading or 
unloading. (It doesn’t matter wheth- 
er the dock is higher or lower 
than the vehicles.) Then:

. Container sizes had to come first. Before de- 
veloping actual lengths for universal interchange of 
containers, the clearance between two half-size con- 
tainers had to be decided. This clearance must be 
enough to permit selective handling by crane, lift truck, 
or side transfer. 

There have been several proposals for clamping two 
or more van containers into multiple units. As a re- 
sult it has been impossible for the sub-committee study- 
ing this problem to come to any general agreement 
on clearances and tiedown methods. 

Cargo container sizes must fit into the same modular 
series as van containers. That is why the sub-com- 
mittee on standard sizes for cargo containers has de- 
layed its final recommendation. 

It is hoped that the discussion of actual sizes and 
tiedown methods will get down to fundamentals soon, 
and not delay action on these standards any further. 
Although these discussions have been in progress over 
a year, all phases of the problem must be considered, so 
that users and manufacturers of containerization equip- 
ment may take full advantage of recent developments 
in the handling and securing of containers.”
